#n caſe of Refuſal, Hereupon Penningten pur his Ship into 
the Abſolute Power of the French King, and Commanded 
the reſt to do ſo; But the honeſt Sei-men refuſed to be ſlaves 
to the French, and fight againſt the Proteſtant Religion, till 
forced by Shots : But Sir Ferdinando Gerges, to his Eternal 
Honour, brought away the Neptune with Deteſtation of the 
Aftion. A! the Engliſh, Men and Boys, except ( one Gunner 
who was ſlain in Charging a piece of Ordnance, according to 
his defect ) declined the Service and quitted the Ships, re- 
fafing to ſerve againſt the Kochellers. In September follow- 
ing, theſe ſeven Ships were actually imployed againſt the Ro- 
chellers, almoſt to rheir utter ruin. 7he French boaſted 
that the Vantguard mow'd the Hereticks down like Graſs ; 
by theſe wicked means, were theſe good People wholly Ioft - 
They held ch2 Town till the Year 1628. but were reduced 
to increditl; Miſery, having lived long upon Horſe Fleſh, 
Hides, Leather, Doggs and Cats, &c. There were bur. 
Four Thouſand left of Fifteen Thoufand Souls, many dyed 
with Famine, and they uſually carried their Coffins into the 
Church-yard, and there laid themſelves and Dyed. A Sad 
Stop, that ought never to be forgo?zen in the Fiſtory of 
Qur Bleſſed Martyr's Reign, ( as wickedly calÞd. ) 


7. That in Civil Matters, took his Peoples Goods from 
them againſt their Wills, and their Liberties againſt the Laws ; 
that p/uck'd up the Root of all Property ; that ated almoſt 
like the Turks, who ſend their Janizaries, and place their 
Halkards at the Door, and then are Maſters of all; for in 
the very beginning of his Reigy, he /evied twelve thouſand 
Soldiers contrary to Law, an rhey ' required the Corntry to 
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| 8. That appointed Commuilſioners to 7; ry, Condemn and 
Execute thoſe he unjuſtly call'd Delinguents by Martial 
Law, directly againſt the Laws of the Land, and ſome 
were Executed thereby. 


9. Thar ſtruct diretly at the Property of the Suljeft's 
Goods, by iſſuing out Commilſitons ( contrary ro meny Laws) 
for Raiſing Wonep by wap of Loan, and the Commiſii- 
oners were ordered to certify to the Concz/ Board, the 
Names of all Refrattery Perſons; particularly, he Demand- 
ed One Hundred Thouſand Pounds of the C'ty of London, 
and upon their Refuſal, he threatned them, ſaying, Ze 
would frame his Councils as appartained to a King. 


10. That againſt all Law, required, the Londovers to 
ſer forth 7wenty Ships Manned and Vittualed for three Months, 
againſt which the Mayor, Aldermen and Common Council 
Petition, but to no purpoſe : Being anſwered, That Peti- 
tions and Pleadings were not to be recetved, and that the 
Precedents of formers Times were Obedience, not Diredion. 


The Deputy Lieutenants and Juſtices of the Peace of Dor- 
fſetſhire, being Commanded 7o ſer forth Ships, inliſted, 
That the Caſe was without Prefident, for which, they 
were ſeverely checked, and told, that State Occaſions were 
not to be guided by Ordinary Preſidents. | 


Thoſe Perſons of Quality, that refuſed to ſubſcribe ro the 
T.om, were turned out of the Commiſſion of the Peace and 
L tentenancy. | 


Sir Peter Fayman, upon his refuſal of the Loan, was 
commanded againſt his Will, to go upon the Xing's Service, 
beyond the Seas; others of meaner Raxk, were either ound 
to appear before the Leiutenancy of the Tower, to be Exrold 
for Soldiers for Denmark, or were impreſſed ro-ſerve inthe 
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Sir Randolph Crew, 'the then Learned Lord Chief Juſtice 
of the, King's Bench, for Declaring againſt the Loan, and 
not giving Judgment, that the King might Impriſon, 4u- 
ring Pleaſure, was turned out, and Sir Nicholas Hide put 11 
his Room, who preſently complyed with the King. 


Sit Themas Darnell, Sir fohn Corbet, Sir Walter Farl, Sir 
Tohn Hevingham, Sir Edward Hamden, five of the Gentle- 
men Impriſoned for Refufing the Loa, brought their Fs 
heas Corpus in Michaelmas Term, in the third year of his 
Reign. The Warden of the Fee? made his Return, that 
they were detained in his Cuſtotly by the ſpecial command of 
King ; and Sir Robert Heath, then' Attorney Generral, juſti- 
fied this ſort of mprijorment, though no ſpecial Cauſe was 
afſign'd, and the Lord Chief Juſtice Hide ( who was made 
on purpoſe for it ) did fingly give J:4gment for remanding 


the Gentlemen to ptrpetual Impriſonment.

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chanre into the Low Conntrys. and Germany, unto Sir Wil- 
lam Balfoure, a»u{ John Dolbier, E/q; (who: was a Pa- 
pit) ſor Levying and P2oviding' cerfain- Pumbers of 
Hoſe, with arms fo Hozke and Feat, ro be brought o- 
ver into- this Kingdom, for ozr Service, &c. 

Burlemark being afterwards call'd into the Houſe of 
Commons, and examin'd about this marter, Declared, 
That he received the Thirty Phouſand Pounds; That one 
Thouſaud Forſe were levied, and thefe /orjes and their:

18. That without doubt, had a great hand in the No- 
tozious Iriſh Kebellion, wherein above 150 thouſand 
poor Proteſtant Sou/s were moſt Barbarouſly Murthered, 
and this will more plainly appear by reading the Commz/- 
fron given by this King in the 17th. Tear of his Reign, dated 
from Edinborough, and alſo the Commiſſion thereupon of 
Peilem Dneale, and Rotie Wacguire to all the Papiſts, 
both Erg/i/h and Jriſh, within the Kingdom of Ireland ; 
both which for the Readers. better ſatisfaction, are Printed 
at large in this Book; and alſo a ſheer of Paper, call'd, 
wurther will Dut, containing King Charles 11's Lerrer 
to the Court of C'aims in Ireland, 1663.

Mercy of 
the 7ri/h Cut-Throats. It is alſo plain, that the Parlia- 
ment had long and often requeſted the King 'o Declare the 
Iriſh, Kebels; yer was this rare P2oteſfant Partyr' {© 
Tender of the Py Catholicks Reputation, for 497g ac- 
cording to his Commands, that no leſs than three Months 
paſt, before he would gratifie the Fouſe of Commons with 
Proclaiming them Rebels, and. when he had againſt his real 
znclination thus done, he was reſolved; That but a ſmall

Thould come to the know ledge of this Proclamation, when 


at the ſame time it was well obſerved, he dealt far other- 
wiſe by the Scots, for they were more ſharply Proclaimed, 
and thoſe Proclamations with great care and dilligence,diſ- 
perſed throughont the whole Kingdom, and ordered to 


be raad in all Churches accompanied with Publick Prayers 


and Execrations. Bur his Jverſion to the Proclaiming and

Thar to prevent the Peoples being too Religzous, adviſed 
and highly promoted the Dec/arario» of Sports on the 
Lord's Day; a time {o odious in the ſight of any thing of 
a Chriſtian, that it ought never to be forgotten. 

21. That after he had compleatly ated the part of a great 
Tvrant, and thereby had juſtly loſt the general Love, 
Eſteem, and Aﬀection of the beſt Proteſtants of the three 
Kingdoms. He willingly conſented that Biſhop Gauden, 


Biſhop D«ppa, &c. ſhould compoſe a Book, and call it, /7;s 


Portraifure or Pifture; and this Book the King was to own 
as his, that it was compoſed by him, when God knows he 
had neither /o much Prety, nor Capacity, as that Work re- 
required, though as a Noble Peer lately ſaid, Let that 
Book be Written by the Kinz, or 1y any body elfe, there /s 
little in it that deſerves Fjtzem. The defign of this Book 
was three-fold ; the firſt was, By the Lies thereby, ro ju- 
ſtifie the King's Arbitrary and Ilitegal Actions ; ſecondly, 
Heavily to load the People of Fnz/:ad with Rebellion, &c.

to Mr. Charles Gauden. And further, that in his ma» 
ny years knowledge of that Family, it hath conſtantly, 
and without any manner of doubr, been declared, that 
the Biſhop was the Author of the Book. There are feve- 
ral Letters and Papers, I ſhall briefly give the Contents 
of them, for the truth of which, I ſhall refer ro the Or/- 
ginal Popers, and to- thoſe many reverend and: worthy 
Perſons, who have Read, or been at the Reading of 
them.

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4. There is an Original Leiter from the Lord Chan- 
cellor #ide{ all of his own hand writing ) to the Biſhop 
of Exeter, darcd 13th. of March 1661, importing, that 
the Chancellor had received ſeveral Letters from him : 
That he was uneafy under the Bithop's Importunity, ex- 
cuſes his nor being yer able to ſerve him; Speaks of an- 
nexing a Commendum to his Biſhoprick ; and towards 
the cloſe it hath this remarkable Expreſſion, The Particu- 
lar you mention, has indeed been imparted to me as a Se- 
cret; I am ſorry I ever knew it, and Whin it ceaſes to 
be a Secret, it will pleafe none but Pr. Bilton. This 
is Subſcribed, Edw.

5. Mrs. Gauden after the Death of the Biſhop, writes to 
her-Son Mr. John Garden, That ſhe had ſent him an Hogſ- 
head of Cyder, and Orders fome Pictures to be ſent her 
by the ſame Man.

That her Husband not hearing the King's pleaſure a- 
bour it, and finding Danger haſtening on him, he having 
kept a Copy by him, ſent it by one Mr. Symmonds, a per- 
ſecuted Miniſter, to 'the Preſs, together with a Letter. 
That Mr. Roy/ton was the Painter, but did not know bur 
the Xing wrote it : Thar part of jt was feized in the 
Preſs, together with her Husband's Letter, and Mr. Sym- 
monds was taken. | | 

Nevertherleſs the Work was carried on, and finifhed 
a few days after his Majeſty's death : That when it was 
publiſhed, the Parliament was Enraged; and her Husband 
conceiving his Life and Eſtate to be in danger, fied to 
Sir John Wemnworth's, near Tarmeuth, intending; thence to

. vance of the People of Frgland, and. was unwilling to- 


part with them, till he found rheſe Courts were highly 
offenſive to the Parliament, and that it was not Seaſon- 
able to diſpleaſe the Kingdom ar that time, for which 
Reaſons ar laſt he paſs'd the Bills ro take them away : 


And indeed there were many, and great Reaſons, why 
thoſe abominable oppreſſive Courts ſhould be pull'd down,

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and taken away. For that 0/d Serpent Arch-Biſhop Laud, 
and divers of his Brethren, had caſt oft all Humanity, 
and were metamorphoſed into Raverous Wolves, and theſe 
Coarts were under their Management. 'Tbe Star-Cham- 
ber had abounded in Extravagant Cenſures, whereby the. 
Subjects were oppreſs'd by Grievious Fines, Impriſone- 
ments, Stigmatizings, Murilations, Whippings,. Pillories, 
Gags, Baniſhments, &c. And the High Commiſſion Court, 
was grown to ſuch Exceſs of Sharpneſs and Severity, as 
was not much leſs than the Spaniſh Jnquiſition. To re- 
peat. two or three of the many Inſtances of the Horrid 
Oppreſlions, and barbarous Cruelty, excrciſed in. theſe 
Tyrannical Courts. 

Upon the 1774. of February, 1629.. Dr. Leighton com- 
ing out. of Black Fryers Church, ( it ſeems then he. was no 
Conventicler ) was ſeized by a Warrant from the High. 
Commillon/Court, and dragged to Biſhop. La«d's Houle; 
from thence without any,Examination, he was carried to- 
Nerw-gate, and there clapt  into- /rons, and thruſt into a 
Naſty Flole, where he: continued from. 7reſday Night, till 
Thurſday Noon, withour Meat or Drink : They kept him 
in; that: Icath{on:e- Place, where-Snow and Rain beat in 
upon him Fift.ex We, ks, not. permicting.his. Wife, or any 
Friend, to come: near him, and denyed to give him a Copy 
of. bis Cor1191tment; then they brought him into the Star- 
Thainv:zr Court, where an [formation was Exhibited a- 
gainſt him, for Publiſhing: a Book, call'd, Lpon's Plea 
againft the Piclates.. | = 

Dr..Z-i2:0y confels'd, that-in. 1628. He: drew up the 
Heads of that Book,: and having the approbation - of five 
kundred, Peplens, under their hands, ſome whereof were 
Pacliaracar' Men; ; He-went into.ZZl/and, and got between 
fixe and fix. hundred Printed for the.uſe of the. Parliament ;. 
But. they being Diſtolved,, he returned. home, nor bring- 


La 
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to ſuppreſs them. .In the ſame information, the Doftor 
was charged with theſe Words in the' ſaid Book; Tie 
not read of greater Perſecutions of God's P eople in any N.tion 
profeſſing the Goſpel, then in this our Iſland, e'pecially fince the 
Death of Qteen Elizabeth. He confeiled the Words, and 
Anſwered, That the thing was tog true, as apfeared by the 
Prelates taking, away Life and T.:velibood from many IM nifters 
end private Men ; of whom, many were pined to Death in 
Priſon, and many wandred up and down, their Families: 
being left deſolate and helplefs : That beſides this, zhe 
Blood of Souls had been cndanger'd by the Removal of the: 
' Faithful Shepheards from the Flock; this was a cutting; 
Truth. And 

Wicked Laud, being enraged, Deſired the Court to put 
the higheſt Cenſure that could be put upon him; which they 
did to his Content, Condemning him to have his Ears cut, 
'his Noſe ſlit, to be Branded in the Face, Whipped at a Poſts. 
te ſtand on a Pillory, to pay Ten Thouſand Pound fine ( tho” 
they knew: he was not worth ſo much ) and to be perpetually Tm= 
_ priſoned. This Felliſh Sentence being paſt, that vile Wretctr 
Lad was fo well pleated with ir, that he pulFd of his Cp, 
and holding up his Hands, gave thanks to God who had gi- 
wen him Vittory over his Fuemies. This Sentence being ſo 
miſerably ſevere, the Execution thereof was little expe-- 
E&ed. Bur, | 
Laud had his defign ; for uporr the 262th. of November, 

1630. The Cenſure was Execured in a molt cruel manner, 
» His Ears-were cut, his Noſe ſlit, his Face Branded withburu= 
' ang Irons, he was tyed to a Polt, and Whipped with a tretle 
: Cord, to that cruel Degree,thathe himſelf Wriring the Hiſtory” 
thereof Ten Years after, affirmed rhat every /aſh brought 
' away the Fleſh, and that he ſhould' feel ir co his dying day. 
He was laſtly, put into the Pillory, and kept there near 
two: hours in Froſt and Snow ; and then, after this moſt 

barbarous. Ulage,. not permittedito return.co his:Quarters 
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In the Fleet Priſon, in a Coach provided to carry him, but 
compeiled in that ſad Condition, and ſevere Seaſon, to go 
by Water. | 

After this, was kept Ten Weeks in Dirt and Mire, not 
being ſheltered from Rain and Snow; They ſhut him »p 
moſt cloſely, Twenty Two Months, and he remain'd a Priſon= 
er Ten or Eleven Tears, not ſuffered to breath in the open Air, 
until that No#le Parliament of November, 1640. moſt hap- 
pily delivered kim. When he came abroad to proſecute 
his Petition, in that Parliament, he could neither Go, See, 
nor ZZear. | 

This Pijmal Story, will be an Eternal Blot, not only on 
Laud, who was the chief Inſtrument in that /ad Oppreſſon, 
bur alſo upon the pretended Martyr King Charles, for per- 
mitting ſuch Barbarous, and inhumane Cruett2s ro be ex- 
erciſed on his Subjects. I ſhall ſhew you ſomething more 
of this Bloody Villains Barbarity, Viz. 

Thar upon the firſt of February, 1632. Laud procured 
Mr. Prin, to be ſent cloſe Priſoner to the Tower, there he . 
lay till the 21/7. of June, 1633. when an Information (with- 
out mentioning any particular Paſſages in his Book) was 
exhibited againſt him, in the Star Chamber Court, for 
Publiſhing a Book concerning 7zterludes, intitled, Z7i/trir- 
maſtix, which was Licenſed by a Chaplain of Dr. Abbatts, 
Archbiſhop of Canterbury, Upon the 17:h. of Fecrvaxy, 
1633. notwithſtanding his Book was Licenſed, yet he 
had this heayy Sentence paſſed upon him, viz. 7o be In- 
Priſoned for Life, pay Five Thouſand Pounds Fine, be Fxpel.- 
ed. Lincolns-Inn, Diſabi-d to Exerciſe the Profeſſion of 
a Barriſter, Degraded by the Univerſity of Oxford of his 
Degrees there taken ; and that done, to be ſet in the Pillory at 
Weſtminſter, and have one of his Ears there cut off, and at 
another time, to te ſet in the Pillory in Cheap-fide, and there 
to have his other Ear cut off. |

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Though many of the Lords never 6reamt of the Exe- 
tution of this Horrid Judgment, nay, though Queen /Zea-

He' 
mn an Hoſtile and inexcuſable manner, made a moſt high In- 
yaſion upon the Priviledges of both ZZouſes ; Hereupon ma- 
Ay Citizens unarm'd, reſorted to Weſtmin/ter tg preſent 
Their Petitions, and expreſs their ſtedfaſtneſs to the Par- 
Hament, whoſe Lives and Safety, by more than ſlight Ru- 
mours, they doubted to be in Davxger ; the King having 
fortified White-Hall, and entertained Armed Men, not 2 
few 
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few, planted them at the* Gare of bis Palace. [Tis remark. 
ablc, rhe firſt Blood that was drawn in this Cauſe, was 
in that very place where the A7ng's own Blood was after. 
wards ſhed, 1 K. 21. 19. ] where they Reviled, Menaced, 
and with drawn Swords, actually Wounded many of the 
Citizens, as they paſſed by in a peaceable manner, where- 
of ſome dyed. Nay, they went farther, and were come to 
that height of Boldneſs, as to give our Inſolent and Me- 
nacing Speeches againſt the Parljament it ſelf, and to im 
brue their hands in the Blood of the King's Subjeds in Weft- 
minſtcr-Hall, and at the Doors of the Parliameyr?, as well 
as at his own Gate. And when the Parl/zament and People 
complain'd, and demanded Juſlice for thoſe 4ſſazlrs, the 
BIS jultified and abetted his own Crew in what they 
did. 

Nor can the paſſing by of a multitude of the King's 
Subjects, armed with no other Weapons then Petiticas, be. 
jultly call'd 7: mulrs; nci:her could the Parliament have for- 
bid them, without the Breach of the Peoples Freedom. 
Un:rmed Petitioners ſurely could not Le formidable to any ; 
and it muſt not be forgotten, that a very ſhort time before 
His Majeſty pretended ro dread theſe Tumultuary Citi- 
Zens, the City Entertained, Feaſted, and Conducted him to 
White-Hall, with as pompous Sollemnity, and coſtly Expreſ- 
frons of Love and Duty, as ever had been knonwn. Nay, af- 
ter he had highly exaſpciated the Pcople by his Irruption 
with the Houſe of Commons, he went in his Coach zr- 
guarded into the. City: He reccived not the leſt Afﬀronr, 
much leſs, Violence in any of the Streers, bur rather hum- 
ble Demeanours and Supplications, He knew the Pec- 
ple fo full of Awe and Reverence ro his Perſon, as to 
commit himſelf ſingle amongſt the thickeſt of them, at a 
time when had moſte provoked them: This ſhews /c- 
yond doubt, That all his fear of Tumults, was but a meer 
pretence, and occaſions taken for bis reſolved Abſence rom

Attendance upon his Perſon. Soon after, his Poptth 
[Quen- paſles into /7o//ard, carrying with her, all, or the 
the greateſt part of the Crown Feweis, whicn the immedi» 
ately Pawn'd, and with the Money bought Arms and 
Ammunition for che War which was not yet begun. 

Upon the 1/t. of March, 1641. Both [Touſes called upon 
Flis Majeſty, by their Petition preſented at Theobalds ; 
That for the Diſpatch of the great Aﬀairs of the WKingcon, 
the ſafety of his Perſon, the Protecticu and Comfort of his 


Subjedts, he would be pleaſed to continue his abode near the 


Parliament, aud not to with-draw himſelf to any of the re-

- The King willingly giving himſelf up to the Conduct 
of Evil Counſellors, was deaf to the importunate ſuppli» 


'Tation of the Lords and Commons for his Return ; they 


Therefore caffed again upon him more carreſily, and fenr 
after him a Declaration ro New-Market, by che Earls of 
Pembrook and Holland, and a Committee of the Commozs, 
wherein they laid before him the Cauſes of t! eir own 


Fears and Jealoufies, in theſe. particulars :

Yer, all theſe Syfferinzs, and the /amentable Fjtute of 
the Fo-bellers, nor the fad and prefſiine Remonſtrauce of 
their Depruries ( enough to melt the Heart of any One, bur 


a C-uel fiitbleſs Tyrant) were Efhcatious enough to oblige 


that Wicked Court, to let this third Fleet ſet fail before 
September following, under the Command of the Earl of 
Lindſey, who arrived before Roche!/ towards the latter end 


of the ſaid Month ; bur inſtead of ſuccouring the Ciry, 
; breaking the Digue, and opening the Paſlage, to get in 


Proviſions, which the King had made them to expe, and 
which they had alrcady almoſt {ſwallowed in their hopes. 
That Commander had /et ox Shore the Lord Muntas', 
(unknown to the Deputies that were on Board, and to 
the Duke of Sou4ize ) who went ſtraight to the French 
King's Camp, where after ſome Conferences with the Cars» 
dinal, with whom ( as was then reported ) he had con- 
certed the Delivery of the Ciry to the King, which was 
very far from giving it any Succour. He went Poli for 
Enzland, to give an Account of it to his Maſter. Afrer 
the Engliſh Fleet had been a Month in the Road withour 
doing any thing, and without ſending the Beſeged Army 
any manner of Victuals, which were on Board : Then the 
poor Roche/lers, who were not able to hold 7 no 7111ze;, 
taw plainly how they were Abuſed and Betrayed : to

hereupon they reſolved ( no more to expect the 7/ſory 
Succours of the Engliſh, and the vain Hopes of aſſiſtance 
from them, to deliver up the City ; and whilſt the Lord 
Montague was going for Fugland, and to return to the 
French King with the Eftects of his Negotiation, they re- 
ſolye to throw themtelves into theArms of the King, their 
Sovercign, in hopes after all, by their Repentance for 
their ſo long Obſtinancy, to obtain his Grace and Fa- 
Vour. 

And about the end of Ofober, their Agreement was 


mace among themlelves, and Signed: And the firſt cf . 


November, the King made Entrance into Rochel/, where he 
found the Inhabitants more like Skeletons, than «Men 
and Women. And this King had more compaſlion than 
the hard-vearted Oppreſſor of England, for he was ſo ſenſti- 
bly touched with that ſad Sighr, that he could not refrain 
letting fall ſeme Tears. 

On the 5th. of November, the Engliſh Fleet, after ha- 
ving bcen a Month and fix days in the Road, and ſeen 
from thence the ReduCtien of Roche!l to the Obedience of 
the King, fer fail, carrying a long with them a great par- 
ty of French, as well as Victuals, they had brought from 
England.
